210 There are many things much in uſe, 
which are not of much uſe. 

211 He that knows not how to be angry.

212 God is good to us, when he ſends us 
evil, becauſe he ſends the evil for our good. 

213 Some men ſpeak when they ſhould be 
filent, and ſome are ſilent when they ſhould 
ſpeak ; but ſuch ſilence had better be ſpoken,

214 It ſpeaks the greatneſs of one's ſorrow, 
when. one cannot ſpeak for forrow.

234 Private fins are often pemibed with 


a public ſhame. 

235 Self intereſt carried on by nokey, puts 
many civil men into civil (or rather uncivil } 
war. 

236 They are unſound men who cannot en- 
dure ſound preaching.

239 They for whom, and to whom God 
appears much, ſhould appear much for God. 

240 Chriſt is the Chriſtian's patron, and 
the Chriſtian's pattern. 

241 It is better to want opportunities for 
our hearts to improve, than to want an heart to 
improve our opportunities. 

242 The great end of diſputations ſhould 
be either to convince others; or to be convinc- 
ed by others of the truth.

Saints, Saints ſhould be compaſſionate tay 
wards them. 

247 If God be good to them that ſeek him, 
what is he then to them that find him? Oh 
how good! 

248 A Chriſtian ſhould watch unto prayer, 
becauſe of his adverſary the devil, who watch- 
eth him when and whereſoever he prays. 

249 That forrow for fin which keeps us 
from believing in, and from rejoicing in Chriſt, 
is ſinful ſorrow. 

250 A Saint ſhould ſo deny himſelf, as to 
be nothing at all, that Chriſt might be all 
in all. 

251 Though evil be not good, yet it is good 
that the:e be evil. 

252 Judas, Herod and Pontius Pilate ful- 


filled God's will in betraying and crucifying 


Chriſt, 
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Chriſt, and ſo ſinned not; but they did it not 
to fulfil God's will, but their own, and that 
was their fin. 4, 

253 They that are full of mercy ſhould be 
merciful. 

254 The fear of the faithful ſhould be a

256 They that reveal Chriſt, ſhould con-

256 Before converſion men are willingly 
willing to fin; but after converfion men are 
— unwilling, and unwillingly willing to 


257 A Chriſtian ſhould fo behave himſelf,

266 It is a miſerable folly to be wiſe in 
wickedneſs. 

267 Chriſt was made like unto us, that he 
might be tempted; and we are tempted, that 
we might be made like to him. 

268 Chriſt who did our work for us without 
us, will alſo work his work for us within us. 
269 That can never be a grace to the body, 
hich is a diſgrace to the ſoul. 

270 The enjoyment of God is the joy of 
dur life, and the life of our joy; whatever our 
fare be, that alone is our cheer: how well ſo- 
ver we fare, that alone is our welfare. 

271 There is nothing ſo ſweetly-pleafing 
and pleaſantly ſweet to a gracious heart as to 
leaſe God. 272 The 
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272 The devil doth not, nay, the devil 
cannot hate a Saint, ſo much as God loves him. 

273 We ſhould not walk by what hath 
been done, or by what is done; but by what 
ought to be done. 

274 He doth not faithfully love, who loves 
not faithfulneſs. 

275 One ſaith of Bernard, that the leſs his 
fame blazed, the more his devotion burned ; 
and that the cutting off of his top, made him 
take deep root; and that he ſo neglected the 
world, that he did even ſpit out the prefer- 
ment, which did drop into his mouth. 

276 He that intendeth what he doth, is 
moſt like to do what he intendeth. 

277 It uſually falls out that they who ſeek 
others deſtruction, find their own. 

278 They that think (as all hypocrites do) 


to deceive God, will find that they deceive 


themſelves. 

279 Leſs than one of theſe two deſires 
granted ; either that he may be with God in 
heaven, ' or that God will be with him on 
earth, will not ſatisfy a gracious heart. 

280 Complete ſpeech is no compliment, 
| If men ſpeak as they intend, and intend as they 
ſpeak.” . - 281 Ir 
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281 It is beſt for ſinners to come over to 
God; for they cannot overcome God ; are we 
ſtronger than he? 

282 There are promiſes of grace, and there 
are promiſes to grace; the promiſes of grace 
are made good by working the grace of the 
promiſe in the ſoul ; but the promiſes to grace 
are not made good, till the grace (to which 
the promiſe is made) be acted by the foul. 

283 The time is coming when ungodlineſs 
ſhall be as much proſecuted by juſtice, as in 
times paſt godlineſs hath been perſecuted by in- 


juſtice. 


284 They who are moſt with God in ſecret, 
know moſt of God's ſecrets. 

285 The prophecies concerning Chriſt's 
kingdom will not be compleatly fulfilled, till 
Chriſt's kingdom be fully compleated. 

286 If ſinners caſt not away their ſins for 
God's fake, God will caſt them away for their 
ſins' ſake. 


287 It many times falls out, that that hand 
is fartheſt off from helping, that is neareſt at 
hand to help the helplets. 

288 Though God hath promis'd to give to 
them that aſk; yer many aſk and miſs, be- 
cauſe they aſk amiſs.

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289 It is the love, not the lack of money, 
that makes men churls. 
Fd He that learns of Chriſt, unlearns to 

291 It is not the work faith, nor the work 
of faith but a working faith, or rather he who

292 Wicked men are dead while they live, 
but godly men live when they are dead. | 

293 God is good, and doth good continually 
to them who are evil, and do evil continually. 

294 All the duty of men, the duty of all 
men is compriſed in this: Fear God, and keep 
his commandments, for this is the whois of man;

295 It is not excellency in any man to be 
ignorant of his excellency ; but this is a man's 
excellency, that though he know himſelf ſo, yet 
he is not proud of it.

297 Many men appear righteous, who are for 
not righteous as they appear. wh 

298 It is no fin to ſhew one's righteouſneſs, the 


bur iis in indeed to be righteous only in them 
299 Te 
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299 To deſerve honour and not to have it, 
better than to have honour and not deſerve it. 

300 That man's heart can be but ſeldom 
pure, whoſe tongue is often impure; for out of 
abundance of the heart the mouth ſpeaketh. 
301 To be very great and very good, is a 

great good. : 
302 Men we try before we truſt, but God 
ve may truſt before we try. ei 
303 Sins may be turned into good to us in 
he event, not in the nature; good when done, 
not good to be done. It is not good to be un- 
lean, yet a clean thing may come out of an 
nclean. TOSS: 
304 Concerning ſilence and ſpeech he faid 
ell, who ſaid, Not that which is much is well, 
but that which is well is much. 
305 If God gain a little glory by us, we 
hall gain much by him. 
306 There is nothing more fruitful of evil, 
and fruitleſs of good, than idleneſs. 

307 Some men there are who repent of 
their fins, but forſake them not; others who 
EFforſake their ſins, but repent not of them; 
others (who alone are true penitents) repent of 
them, and forſake them too.

319 Saints gain by their loſs, and get good 
by their fin; no thank to the fin which is againſt 
God, but to the God againſt whom the fin is. 

320 Every man-brought ſin enough with 
him into the world to repent of all his days, 
though he ſhould never actually fin; and fins 
nough actually every day to forrow for, 
hough he had brought none with him into the 
orld.

355 They who feek to pleaſe men in what 
they do, and ſeek the praiſe of men, in what 
they do, are hypocrites, Matth. 6. 2, 5. 
33556 God doth not only give remiſſion of 

fin to them that repent, but he alſo giveth 
them repentance for remiſſion of ſins, and 
gives them te repent of the ſins remitted. 

357 It is to be feared, that they who care 

not 
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not how rich they be, or how much riches 
they get; do not much care how they be 
rich, or how they get their riches, 1 Tim. 6. 
9, 10. 


358 Reproofs ſhould not be with paſſion, 
but with compaſſion ; not with jeering, but 


grieving ; faith Paul, I tell you theſe things 
(not laughing, but) weeping. 

359 He chat reproves another's fault, and 
approves his own, is an hypocrite. 

360 Beheving ia Chriſt ſhould not exclude 
fervor for fn, mm nor forrow for ſin exclude be- 
lieving in Chriſt. 

5 When we take comfort in creatures 
without God, he taketh away the creature or 
the comfort of it. 

362 Carnal joys breed ſorrows, but ſpiritual 
ſorrows breed joys. 

363 The glory of all oor hereaſter-glory, 
will be an oneneſs of communion with the Fa- 
ther, Son, and Spirit, Angels and one another 
in God, Ms be inal and all in one.

415 That friendſhip will not endure to the 
end, which is begun « an end. 

416 He that when he ſhould not, ſpends 
too much, ſhall when he would not, have too 
little to ſpend. 

417 We may ſometimes know that by others, 
which we would never care to utter; but we 
ſhould ever take care, how (if ever) we utter 
that which we do not know, 

413 High 
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418 High fortunes are the way to high 


minds, and high minds are the 8 to 
great misfortunes : for pride goeth before, but 


not far before a fall, 


419 It is to be feared, that they who leave 
the Saints of God, will not cleave to the God 
of Saints. 

420 It is one thing to be wanting in grace; 
it is another thing to want grace. 

421 A Chriſtian may uſually (or often) ſay, 
that all is not ill in his evil actions, nor all good 
in his good actions. 

422 Rich men need poor men's labours, as 
much as poor men need rich men's money. 

423 The moſt perfect knowledge that we 
have of God, is that we cannot, or do not 
know him perfectly. 

424 Uſaally covetous men need money leaſt, 
yet moſt affect it; and Prodigals who need it 
moſt, do leaſt regard it. 

425 If we cannot raiſe our eſtates to our 
mind, we ſhould ſtoop our minds to our eſtates. 

426 Paſſion makes them fools, which 
(otherwiſe ) are not ſo; and ſhews them to be 
fools, which are ſo. 

427 Many men think themſelves wiſe: yea 
E wiſer 
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' wiſer than others, who indeed are otherwiſe; 


for the moſt ſelfwiſe, are the verieſt fools. 
428 That man hath no good will, that wills 
no good. 
429 While we are paying God our debts, 
we make ourſelves the more his debtors; 


Lord, let me be thus in debt. The more we pay 
him, the more we owe him, ſeeing we give 


nothing to him, but what he gives firſt to us. 

430 If we are unprofitable ſervants, when 
we have done our duties; how unprofitable are 
we, when we do not do our duties? 

431 Men that reſolve to make gain their 
godlineſs, will never gain godlineſs; unleſs 
they reſolve-counter, to make godlineſs their 

in. 

* Reaſon itſelf will dictate ſo much, that 
the myſteries of Religion ſhould be above 
reaſon ;. For could a man by reaſon compre- 
hend God and his ways, which are unſearchadle, 
he might think it reaſon and no robbery, to 


think himſelf as much a God as God himſelf, 


433 A Saint will hazard his credit to fave 
his conſcience, rather than hazard his conſci- 
ence to ſave his credit. 

434 Godrreſted not till he had made man 
like himſelf, and man ſhould not reſt, till he

435 God loves his people even in their

758 No man ſhould do ill for company, 
nor good only for company. 

759 A man ſhould not willingly give, nor 
eaſily take exceptions. 


760 Many men, while they ſpend their time 
in diſputing what they ſhould do, do (too too if 
often) 
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often) neglect to do the things which are with- 
out diſpute. 

761 Many men do nothing elſe than make 
work for repentance; and yet 25 nothing leſs 
than repent of their work. 

762 A Chriſtian ſhould do nothing, to 
which he would willingly deſire God's abſence, 
or upon which he may not aſk a bleſſing and 
aſſiſtance from God, nor (as near as he can) 
any thing, for which he ſhould need to aſk his 
pardon, But, 


763 In all we do, we ſomething do amiſs, 
And our perfection imperfettion is:

764 A man ſhould do nothing which ſhould 
ot be imitated; and a man ſhould imitate ' 
othing, which ſhould not be done. 

765 If heaven admit of any ſorrow, it will 
de for this, that we had not been more holy 
on earth; and heaven itſelf is not deſirable for 
any thing more, nor upon any account, admits 
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of more joy to a Saint, than that there he ſhall 
be perfectly holy, and ſhall do nothing elle 
there, but (what he would gladly do here) 
pleaſe and glorify his God in all he doth. 

766 If that which thou doſt be right, and 
the mind with which thou doſt it, be not ſo, 


all is wrong: and a man forfeits the accepta- 


tion of what was good, by the ill performance. 

767 Think of death as a thing thou muſt

811 No gift coming from God is ſo mean, 


as to be deſpiſed ; nor is there any ſo great, as 


to be gloried in. 

812 The Word is God's Sword, and the 
the Spirit is God's Arm; now (as that famous 
Captain that had loft his ſword told his enemies, 
It is not ſo much the ſword, as the arm ; un- 
leſs the arm of the Lord be revealed, the re- 
port will not be believed. The Spirit can fave 
without the Word, but the Word cannot fave 


without the Spirit. Bleſſed are they to whom 


the Goſpel cometh, not only in word, but in 
power, in the evidence and demonſtration of 
the Spirit. 

813 The beſt of Saints are not all light, 
and the leaſt of Saints are not all darkneſs : 
the brighteſt and moſt ſhining Saint hath dark- 
neſs enough to keep him from boaſting, and 
the darkeſt of Saints (even he that fitteth in dark- 
neſs and ſeeth no light,) hath light enough to 
keep him from diſcouragement. 

814 A Saint doth not deſire grace, only

glorify God: not only that he may be ſaved, 
but that he may be ſanctified. OE | 

815 God doth know not only the meaning 
(the ſenſe) of the words which man ſpeaks ; but 
he alſo knows the meaning, (he aim, the ſcope, 
and end) of the man that ſpeaks the words. 

816 Moſt of the all that profeſs themſelves 
Chriſtians, are (it is to be feared,) but almoſt 
Chriſtians. | 

$17 He that is but almoſt a Chriſtian, will 
be but almoſt ſaved, that is, may go from 
the gates of heaven to the belly of hell; though * 
he be not far from the Kingdom of heaven, yer 
the Kingdom of heaven is far from him. 

818 We ſhould be willing to be like them 
(on earth) in duty, whom we would be like 
(in heaven) in glory. If Abraham's boſom be 
deſirable, why ſhould not Abraham's faith and 
obedience? ſeeing, unleſs we be faithful 
(though not ſo full of faith) as Abraham, we 
are not like to be glorified as Abraham. 
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
